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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue unexpected results. However, it 
is applicants' burden to show unexpected results and applicants' data relies upon limitations not present in the claims. Note in this regard 
that patentees examples use Sumitomo S131 while applicants use a block copolymer which is said to be a polypropylene block copolymer 
with 5.9% ethylene and a particle diameter of 3mm and it is not clear if these 2 materials are identical as required for proper comparative 
data given that the independent claims only recites an "olefin homo/copolymer segment ". Also the "grafting precursor" at paragraph 1 12 of 
the instant published specification is produced using 100 g styrene, 100g butyl acrylate and 100g HPMA while patentees use the monomer 
mixture described at paragraph 72 despite the fact that the independent claims do not differ either explicitly or implicitly from the reference 
examples with regard to the grating precursor and thus once again limitations not present in the claims are being relied upon . 
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
